THE LEGAL LIMITS OF ADVERTISING 
COMPARISON 

We reprint elsewhere, because it raises a 
number of novel points, a letter forwarded 
by an author to a number of law book pub- 
lishers, warning them to have nothing to do 
with a certain recently published competing 
legal treatise. The writer makes two main 
charges: First, that he had been done sub- 
stantial damage by the implication in the later 
work of the non-existence or incompleteness 
of his own work which he claims to be 
“standard.” And in the second place, that 
the publication by his publishers of a 
rival work constituted “a violation ... of the 
trust relation into which they entered when 
they contracted to publish my book.” 

It may be noted that there is nowhere in 
these charges any question of copyright in- 
fringement. The issues concern rather the 
legal and ethical aspects of certain definite 
publishing practices and as such are of 
interest to authors and publishers of text- 
books and general non-fiction no less than to 
those in the legal field. 

The first charge raises the question as to 
how far an author may go in his preface— 
and from this it is but the briefest step to 
ask how far the publisher may go in his state- 
ment on the book’s jacket or in his advertise- 
ments—without becoming libelous. Where, 
in the progress from “blurb” to “Blurb,” does 
one overstep legal bounds—if at all? From 
“the book of the year” and “the great Ameri- 
can novel at last,” to “never before treated 
with such thoroness,” or the balder state- 
ment “never before treated,” the steps are 
gradual and obvious. And yet even this last 
statement, involving as it does by implication 
a denial of the existence of any other book 
on the subject, does not seem to us for one 
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moment libelous, but merely an annoying and 
unfortunate kind of exaggeration. Ex- 
travagant statements, whether backed by the 
publisher’s or author’s sincere belief or not, 
have by long custom of the trade become a 
nuisance to be tolerated as good naturedly as 
possible. That this particular author should 
resent the implication of his rival’s preface is 
not altogether unnatural, but that he or his 
counsel should see in it grounds for possible 
libel proceedings seems indeed to be making 
a mountain out of a mole hill. -Were his con- 
tention correct there would be no peace of 
mind to any publisher who spoke of his book 
as one “filling a long-felt want” or to any 
author who said in his preface, “There is ob- 
viously no necessity to comment upon the need 
for this work.” 

But the second contention seems even more 
absurd. Were such an intrepretation of law 
sound, a publishing house such as Mac- 
millan’s would not be allowed to publish more 
than one text-book on Algebra; or, to parallel 
the cited case more closely, a publisher having 
a work on general biology on his list might 
not thereafter issue a smaller work on the 
biology of the invertebrates. 

A more direct legal answer to this con- 
tention, however, is found in the recent de- 
cision in the English case of Cescinsky v. G. 
Routledge Sons, Ltd., summarized in last week’s 
PusLisHERS’ WEEKLY. In this case Cescinsky, 
author of four volumes on “English Furniture 
of the Eighteenth Century” and “English Do- 
mestic Clocks,” sued for an injunction which 
should prevent his publishers, G. Routledge & 
Sons, Ltd., from publishing a work on 
“Antique Furniture” by another author who 
covered much the same ground. Cescinsky 
claimed that the publication of the last named 
work was a breach of an implied term in his 
agreements with his publishers that they 
would do nothing to injure or diminish the 
value of his royalties. The judge’s ruling on 
this point was that to assume that such an 
implied term included a covenant not to pub- 
lish even a competing book was “much too 
wide a covenant to imply.” 

As to how far a publisher is responsible 
for statements by his authors reflecting in- 
directly upon other books published by him 
no iron-clad rule can be laid down. Honesty 
and absolute fairness toward all authors, 
either his own cor another publisher’s, is the 
aim of all reputable publishers. Nor, obvious- 
ly, would a publisher want to hurt the sale of 
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one work on his own list by maligning it in 
the pages of another. 

Yet there is absolutely no reason why, pro- 
viding he believes it true, a publisher should 
not allow one of his authors to say, or him- 
self to say on jacket or in advertisements, that 
a certain work is the “best” or the “most 
complete” or the “most readable” presentation 
of a certain subject. At best, and taking 
these words in the literal sense—in which in 
cases of the kind they are never taken—they 
are but an expression of personal opinion. 


AUTHOR RAISES QUESTIONS RE- 
GARDING COMPETING PUBLICATIONS 
OF HIS OWN PUBLISHER 


A RECENT issue of the Authors’ League Bul- 
letin reprints a letter from a writer of legal 
text-books which raises some novel questions 
of publishing competition. The letter says in 
part: 

“You are hereby cautioned not to sell nor 
to show to customers a treatise on Federal 
Criminal Procedure, by John Elliott Byrne, 
recently published by Callaghan & Co., of 
Chicago. I am instructed by counsel, in whose 
opinion I concur, that this is libelous. 

“The preface contains the following state- 


ment: , 
‘For a number of years the writer has realized 


the necessity for a work including in comprehensive | 


yet concise manner the law of Criminal Procedure 
in the Federal Courts. Heretofore this law has been 
ascertainable only by means of a search thru the 
hundreds of United States Statutes and thousands 
of cases.’ 


“It was the intention of the writer and 
publisher of the preface, and it is a clear and 
fair innuendo from this statement to those 
who have not examined my treatise upon 
Federal Practice, which has been well known 
for more than thirty years to the law book 
trade and to lawyers practising in the Courts 
of the United States, that my book does not 
contain a statement of the law of Criminal 
Procedure in the Federal Courts; and to those 
who know that my book contains such a chap- 
ter to charge that such chapter is incomplete 
and not comprehensive. Since the charge is 
made by the publishers of my book, members 
of the profession as well as law booksellers 
are likely to give credence thereto. This 
statement is absolutely false. My book upon 
Federal Practice contains a chapter devoted 
to this subject which, altho concise, is more 
full and comprehensive than the descrip- 
tion of the same in Mr. Byrne’s book; al- 
tho by the liberal use of printer’s fat as 
well as by larger type and thicker paper an 
attempt has been made to make it appear that 
Mr. Byrne’s book contains a more full treat- 
ment of the subject. 

“Moreover, the publication of a rival work 
to my Federal Practice is a violation by my 
publishers of the trust relation into which they 
entered when they contracted to publish my 
book. If you assist them you become a con- 
federate in their unlawful conduct and under 
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the doctrine first formulated in Lumley v. Gye, 
and which is discussed in Cyc, as well as in 
other standard books, you will become jointly 
liable with them for the resultant damages. 
Each copy of Byrne’s book which you sell will 
prevent the sale of a copy of my Federal 
Practice» You will consequently be held re- 
sponsible by me for at least the price of each 
copy sold by you and also for the damage to 
my reputation as a legal author and to the 
reputation of my book, if you continue to sell 
and to expose for sale this rival and libelous 
publication.” 


NOTES ON THE PAPER SITUATION 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT THINKS NEWS 
PAPER SITUATION TEMPORARY 


In a letter to the President made public 
August 1oth, in reply to a request for infor- 
mation, the Secretary of Agriculture gave the 
following summary of the situation as seen 
by the agricultural department experts and 
their forecast of future conditions: 

“I have taken the matter up with the ex- 
perts of the Forest Service and you may be 
interested in the following statement of what 
has been done by the department to relieve 
the situation. 

“A news print paper is made up of approxi- 
mately 75 per cent. ground wood pulp and 25 
per cent. sulphite pulp. The Forest Service for 
several years has been making intensive in- 
vestigations of both processes of pulp making. 
A very large percentage of ground wood pulp 
is now manufactured from spruce, the supply 
of which is becoming somewhat limited. In 
order to make possible a continuous supply 
of low-priced news print two main lines of 
investigation of the ground wood process were 
undertaken. The first included intensive 
studies of processes to obtain exact informa- 
tion concerning the many variables in manu- 
facture. The second was to ascertain which 
of the numerous American species other than 
spruce are suitable for ground wood pulp. 

“Tests made on twenty-two species, of 
which large quantities are available in the 
United States, have demonstrated that practi- 
cally all have immediate promise as_ substi- 
tutes for spruce in the manufacture of the 
cheaper grades of papers, such as news, man- 
ilas, boxboard, etc. The news print manu- 
factured from the ground wood pulp obtained 
experimentally from many of these woods was 
successfully used by the St. Louis Republic 
and the New York Herald in the printing of 
a limited number of their current edition. 

“The results of these investigations have 
been incorporated in two bulletins issued by 
the department, entitled ‘Experiments with 
Jack Pine and Hemlock for Mechanical Pulp,’ 
published in 1912, and ‘Ground Wood Pulp,’ 
published in 1916. The latter covers the 
grinding of cooked and uncooked spruce and 
also the results of the investigations to deter- 
mine suitable substitutes for spruce in ground 
wood pulp. 

_ “One of the most important results of these 
investigations has been an increased amount 
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of hemlock used for mechanical pulp in the 
East. 

“A detailed study of sulphite pulp manu- 
facturing process is now well advanced, and 
investigations similar to those described, to 
determine what species other than those now 
used are suitable for sulphite pulp, have been 
taken up. These studies are being pushed as 
rapidly as the resources available permit. 

“Furthermore, the Forest Service has of- 
fered for sale at various times large amounts 
of timber on the national forests in logging 
chances favorable for pulp operations. These 
areas are located mainly in the Pacific North- 
west and in Alaska, and offer combinations of 
suitable and cheap timber with large quan- 
tities of easily developed water power. 

“Up te the present time it has not been pos- 
sible to make such sales. The chief difficulty 
has been that the Western markets have 
been fully supplied and, in fact, mill capa- 
city probably has been in excess of mar- 
ket demands. Western mills with the ad- 
vantage of cheap power and cheap timber 
seemed to be unable to enter Eastern, and 
Middle Western markets, and the only op- 
portunity for successful enterprise seemed to 
be the more or less uncertain possibility of 
being able to develop foreign and_ chiefly 
Oriental markets. These areas undoubtedly 
will be placed under contract as soon as eco- 
nomic conditions permit their development. 
They are offered under terms designed to en- 
courage the development of the pulp and 
paper industry. 

“Our experts are inclined to believe that 
the present conditions may be temporary. I 
am informed that before the war Eastern 
markets, which are the principal paper mar- 
kets of the country, were fully supplied by 
American mills and the imports from several 
foreign countries. Prices as a result were so 
low as to offer little inducement to new mills 
in the West where our great timber reserves 
are located. It is probable that conditions 
after the war may be very similar to those 
which existed before. These factors have a 
direct bearing upon the suggestion regarding 
the construction and operation of govern- 
ment plants.” 

INTERNATIONAL PAPER COMPANY 
DEFENDS HIS COMPANY 

In a long letter to the New York Herald 
dated August oth, P. T. Dodge, president of 
the International Paper Company again de- 
fended his company from the criticism which 
the startling rising costs of paper have 
aroused, 

He reiterates the statement that this com- 
pany will have shortly “reached the maximum 
of capacity” so far as plants in the United 
States are concerned and states we must here- 
after look to Canada for paper. He says that 
“paper makers” for years have suffered largely 
because of overproduction and repeats. that 
the consumption of paper this: year rose 
100 ‘per cent. “in a few months.” He states 
that imports of sulphite pulp from Scandi- 
navian countries have dropped from one

thousand to “less than a hundred” tons a day. 

He admits, however, that the International 
Company had a productive capacity leeway 
for increase of only 12 per cent., the normal 
annual increase being half that, and closes 
by saying: 

“The publishers themselves in their efforts 
to purchase paper at famine prices and their 
attitude in compelling the government at 
Washington to place paper on the free lis 
must hold themselves responsible for the 
present and future of the news print industry.” 


UNION PRINTERS ASK FOR PAPER 
INVESTIGATION 
THE danger that thousands of printers may 
be thrown out of work because of the high 
cost of white paper seriously concerned the 
delegates to the sixty-second annual conven- 
tion of the International Typographical Union, 
which opened in Baltimore, August 14. John 
W. Hayes, secretary and treasurer of the 
Union, said the alarming shortage of print- 
paper was making it difficult for many news- 
paper corporations to continue business. In 
some cities, he said, there was already talk of 
consolidating two or more plants to reduce 
working forces and expenses. 


THE POSSIBILITIES OF COTTON PAPER 


In a letter to the New York Sun the pos- 
sibilities of “cotton paper” are analyzed at 
some length by a cotton planter who says: 

The cotton plant has a tougher fibre as an 
external coating than any other cultivated 
plant, excepting flax and hemp. The amount 
of material now wasted by present methods 
will be apparent to any one who examines 
the facts in relation to cotton growing. I be- 
lieve that the waste could be used to exter- 
minate the “boll worm” that annually costs 
the planters untold sums of effort and money. 

The average of undeveloped “bolls” runs 
from 15 to 35 per cent. The undeveloped 
bolls are full of a starchlike mass. Each 
cotton plant is a compound machine, first 
forming starch, later on cotton fibre. Hence 
the outside fibre and the cotton in the par- 
tially developed and the unopened bolls, also 
the unpicked cotton, stained by frost possibly, 
all add to the value of the cotton stalks as 
paper pulp producers. 

One acre of cotton that gives 1000 pounds 
of “seed cotton” (the lint and seed not yet 
separated) gives 333 pounds of lint cotton 
and 666 pounds of seed. An acre of cotton 
from which 1000 pounds of “seed cotton” 
have been picked will ordinarily have from 
150 to 350 pounds of cotton left. It is not 
developed sufficiently to open (cotton bolls 
open like hickory nuts or chestnuts) as when 
fully matured. 

An acre of cotton producing 1000 pounds 
of “seed cotton” gives by weight from 2500 
to 3500 pounds of stalks and cotton bolls. 
The enormous quantity. of material that is 
now wasted. will be apparent. 

We will use 1,000,000 bales as a computing 
base. The lint: of - 1,000,000: bales: of cotton 


weighs 500,000,000 pounds. ‘. The seed from 
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1,000,000 bales weighs 1,000,000,000 pounds, 
while the stalks (dried out), bolls, etc., would 
weigh from  3,750,000,000 to 5,250,000,000 
pounds. The weight of the annual crop varies. 
A 10,000,000 bale crop or any other number 
of million bales can be found by multiplying 
by the known number of bales produced. Thus 
a 15,000,000 bale crop would give from 28,- 
000,000 to 30,000,000 tons of material which 
is now wasted. That would not only pro- 
duce a higher grade of paper than poplar or 
spruce, but immense quantities of oil and also 
alcohol that is readily denatured. 

It was found while experimenting that 
where the “level culture” had been practised, 
a large percentage being ridged, two rows 
could be cut with any mowing machine, and 
that it was easy to rake the stalks, in fact 
easier than to rake hay into “windrows” ; also 
that the cotton racks used to haul seed cot- 
ton to the ginnery were suitable for handling 
the stalks. 

Comparatively few renters or planters have 
mowing machines and hay rakes. The gin- 
neries are not equipped with machines that are 
necessary if the alcohol, oils and pulp are to 
be saved as by-products. Nor is this all. The 
ginners, if they added such machines as we 
used in our experiments would then be com- 
pelled to find a market for the pulp. 

To the writer it seems but a very few years 
ago when cotton seed, beyond the few bushels 
required for seed to plant the next year’s 
crop, was left in piles to decay. Millions of 
pounds were not even scattered over the 
land as a fertilizer. Then capitalists learned 
of the value of oil in the seed. Oil mills be- 
gan to multiply; and last year 12,000,000,000 
pounds of cotton seed were used by the mills 
that produce cotton seed oil and “cake” for 
feeding purposes.

In JoseEPpH PENNELL’s “Pictures of the Won- 
der of Work,” to be published about Septem- 
ber 15 by the J. B. Lippincott Co., there are 
fifty-two drawings and lithographs represent- 
ing the dignity and power of modern labor. 
The Gary Steel Works, Chicago Stock Yards, 
a New York skyscraper, Charleroi, the Krupp 
Works at Essen, furnish some of the remark- 
able effects that prove Mr. Pennell’s seeing 
eye and skilful hand. 


THE Bertin REPORT that Norman Angell, 
the brilliant author of “The Great Illusion” 
and other pacifist books, has been sentenced to 
eighteen months hard labor in an English 
prison for declining to take part in the war is 
not generally credited here.

“In Another Girl’s Shoes,” by Berta Ruck, a 
sparkling novel of England in war time, de- 
picting the consequences arising when Vera 
Vayne, the “movie” actress, literally pushes 
the demure, well-bred little heroine into her 
shoes as the war-widow of the aristocratic 
Captain George Meredith; “The Chief Leg- 
atee,” a republication of one of Anna Katharine 
Green’s earlier mystery stories; “The Adven- 
tures of a Despatch Rider,” by Captain W. H. 
L. Watson, of the British army; “Religion in 
Europe and the World Crisis,” by Charles E. 
Osborne. 


KENNETH GRAHAME, author of “The Golden 
Age,” has compiled an anthology entitled “The 
Cambridge Book of Poetry for Children.” 
Avoiding, on the one hand, poems in blank 
verse, in dialect, and in archaic language, and 
on the other, the whole corpus of verse writ- 
ten about children, Mr. Grahame has made 
his collection chiefly one of lyrical verse, be- 
cause “as an introduction to English poetry 
there is no better portal” than this. “The 
Cambridge Book of Poetry for Children” will 
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be published on September 8 by G. P. Put- 
nam’s Sons. 

SocIOLOGICAL workers say that it is much 
more difficult to develop the “gang spirit” in 
girls than in boys. - Writers of juveniles have, 
it would seem, considered this psychological 
difference, for the average boy’s book has 
almost always in its spirit and usually in its 
title the suggestion of a large group with one 
dominating spirit, while the book for girls is 
more apt to detail the adventures of its hero- 
ine with less regard for her “crowd.” The 
titles of the Cupples & Leon new juveniles 
bear out this theory: “The Banner Boy 
Scouts Snowbound,” “The Y. M. C. A. Boys 
on Bass Island,” “Dorothy Dale’s Strange 
Discovery,” “Ruth Fielding in Moving Pic- 
tures,” and “Ruth Fielding Down in Dixie.”
